F GALILEE. 


Riding by the foot of Hattin, over 
the paee where, 700 years ago, Saladin 
annihilated the Crusaders’ power in 
Palestine, we at length reached a ridge 
where we looked out on the distant 
hills of Bashan, and down far below 
us upon a dark blue. pear, or harp- 
shaped sheet of water, lying snugly in 
a deep inclosure of high brown hills. 
Though less than thirteen miles long 
and seven miles broad, yet, measurec 
by the events it has witnessed, it is a 
kind of Pacific Ocean. It was the 
Sea of Galilee. As we moved over 
the long way downward to its level— 
650 feet below the Mediterranean 
Sea—we had time to grasp and fix its 
whole aspect and surroundings. It 
lacks boldness of outline, for its hills 
slope gradually back from the shore, 
or leave a narrow plain, as at Genne- 
sareth and Butiha. But the lights 
and shadows lie sweetly on the hill- 
sides at night and — ; the 
northern end is broken into pleasant: | 
little bays, and Hermon looms grandiy 
up beyond, far.off, yet seemingly near. 

e whole aqpect of the lake is one 
that suggests the thought and the lack 

of the beautiful homes. It was still a 
long ride to the lake. The region we 
were passing, once brimful of life and 
activity, was utterly forsaken. now.

SYMPATHETIC REPROOF. 


The reproof that is most likely to 
be effectual is that which has most of 
pathy in it. Sympathy is more 
than kindness : it is kindness that is 
able to enter into another’s feelings so 
as In some measure to feel with them. 
Reproof may be with kindness, in 
good temper, at the very nick of time 
and yet not effectual, for want of 
sympathy. We do not understand, 
and perhaps cannot understand, the 
rson we find fault with. It is for 
is reason that those who are natur- 
filly quick and clever do not make the 
best teackers of those who are ordin- 
ary or backward. They cannot under- 
stand and so enter into their difficul- 
ties, and therefore they cannot correct 
them so effectually as others who, 


having plodded and halted them- 


selves, can enter into their difficulties. 
Now the sympathy which in teaching 
thakes correction more effectual, makes 
all other correction more effectual, 
for a similar reason — because it 
understands and allows for infirmity. 


Sometimes it will condescend even to | 
actual explanation, that is to explain 
the reasonableness of finding fault ; 
for though it is by no means necces- 
sary always to give reasons for it, yet 
not unfrequently it may be well to do 
so.

PREPARATION OF WHITEWASH.—The following mode of preparing white- 
wash is strongly recommended. Take a water-tight clean barrel, or other 
_ suitable cask, and put into it half a barrel of lime. Slack it by pouring water 
over ~ boiling hot, and in sufficient quantity to cover it five inches deep, and 
stir it briskly till thoroughly slaked. When the slaking has been effected, add 
two pounds of sulphate of zinc dissolved in water, and one of common salt. 

_ These will cause the wash to harden, and prevent its cracking, which gives an 
unseemly appearance to the work. Tf desirable, a beautiful cream color may 
be communicated to the above wash by adding three pounds of yellow ochre ; . 
or a good pearl or blue-grey color, by the addition of lamp or ivory black. 
For fawn color, add four pounds of umber, one pound Indian red, and one. 
po und. lamp-black. This wash may be applied with a common whitewash 
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THE REMEDY. 
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Iw the last issue we treated upon the perilous character of the times. The 
means of rescue for the righteous from the dangers and perplexities of the 
last days, does not exist in the institutions of the world. The efforts at 
reform, however well intentioned, are doomed to futility. They are like 
placing new cloth upon an old garment. The rent becomes greater than 
before. The remedy must come from a higher source than man. | 

The Latter-day Saints are going into the nations saying, “ Behold a voice 
has been heard from Heaven. Jehovah has again deigned to speak from His 
dwelling place.” In view of the perilous times in which we live, it is reason- 
able to anticipate that so important a declaration would be received with 
eagerness. That its supreme significance would at least cause an investiga- 
tion as to its genuineness. But no; everywhere .it is met with repulsion. 
There is scarcely any disposition to listen to evidence in favor of such a state- 
ment, while the vilest falsehoods and misrepresentations are rolled under the 
tongues as sweet morsels, and eagerly gulped by the multitudes, who repudiate. 
the right of God to speak to the creatures of his own handiwork, or to assume 
any directorship of their affairs. This false position is taken in the face of. 
the self-evident fact that man cannot, by his own power, save himself from 
existing and impending peril. The rescue lies in the direct intervention of 
Omnipotence. 

But we testify that God has spoken from Heaven, that fact having been 
manifested to us in a manner impossible for us to gainsay. The ancient dis- — 
ciples of Jesus Christ could do no more than bear witness to what had been > 
manifested to them. The testimony of men living now, who can be seen and: 
conversed with, and whose characters for veracity are beyond the reach of 
truthful impeachment, i is surely as valid and binding upon this generation as 
that of men who lived 1800 years ago. How true, in this connection, is the 
trite saying, “ Distance lends enchantment to the view.” Let us imagine a 
transposition of the commissioned servants of God who now say that the 
Most High has spoken in this epoch of the world’s history, to the time of the 
primitive Church. No doubt the record of their testimonies, travels, and. 
good works in the Savior’s cause would now be venerated and entesmed by 
religionists. On the other hand, imagine a like transposition of the ancient 
followers of the Lamb to this day of peril. Would the doors of ‘ Christian” 
churches be thrown wide open to receive them? Would the multitudes flock 
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to the standard of a Gospel of revelation taught by them? Would those who 
have “a form of godliness but deny ‘the power thereof,” sit in humble meek- 
ness while those rugged but honest men upraided them because they were 
devoid of the Gospel in its fulness? Would they manifest a centrite spirit 
and brotherly love towards those plain spoken persons when they would tell 
them, as was done of old, to have faith in a risen Redeemer, to “ bring forth 
fruits meet for repentance,” be baptized for the remission of sins, and receive 
the laying on of hands for the gift of the Holy Ghost? As to whether the 
populace would thus receive and respect such preachers of righteousness and 
declaimers against sin and hypocrisy, judge ye, O ye rejectors of the heaven- 


born message of the Gospel. 
Would not such a message from so uafashionshle and humble a source be 


met with scorn and ridicule? Would there not be a sweeping aside of skirts 
lest they be contaminated by the touch of those poor fishermen, carpenters, 
and other persons from the lowly walks of life? Would they not be treated. 
with contumely and abuse by the “fierce despisers of them that are good?” 
Again, judge ye. 

We re-assert that the rescue from the perils of the last days lies not in 
the effete systems and institutions of the world. The cure must 
be wrought out by higher laws then those of men. The panacea must 

come from heaven and the germs of theocracy must be established distinctly 
- from the world. The heavens have provided for the contingency, and the 
divine voice which saluted the ears of the Revelator John is repeated now. It 
is the voice of warning, that those who heed it may escape from the “ perilous 
times” of the latter days—‘‘Come out of her, my people, that ye partake 
not of her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues.” 

This voice has come from heaven, and those who are willing to co-operate 
with the Lord of Hosts in forming a nucleus of the Kingdom of God are gath- 
ering to one place, bidding adieu to the world and its pollutions for that 
purpose. This they do, that, led by the hand of revelation, they may sow the 
seed that, when germinated and developed, will form an ever a cor- 
rective system for all the evils that afflict surrounding humanity. | 

‘True the progress made by the people who gather in obedience to the voice 
of revelation may be sluggish, on account of human frailties and besetments. 
It may be necessary for the Lord to correct, by chastisement, his people when 
they are slow to remember his statutes and commandments. They may, as 
the people of God in all ages, have to “come up through much tribulation,” 

but the nucleus has been formed. In the midst of all the trying scenes 
. through which the Saints are called to pass, they have the comforting assur- 
ance, through modern revelation, that no opposing influence will ever more 
destroy the Gospel and its authority from the earth, being destined to remain 
for ever.

THE. J EWISH Question. —There is a pals deal of difficulty about putting 
into practical operation clause forty-four of the Berlin Treaty. It provides 
for the political emancipation of the Jews in Servia and Roumania. The 
recognition by the great powers, of the independence of those two principali- 
ties, according to the treaty, depends upon their compliance with its require- 
ments. Heretofore the Hebrews have been most shamefully treated in those 
two countries. ‘They have been robbed on every hand, without any means of 
redress: They have been compelled to loan larger sums of money on real’ 
estate security. As a Jew is not allowed to own land there, this means no 
security at all. It appears the most formidable difficulty now in the way of 
the fulfillment of the emancipating clause of the treaty is that, on account of 
this forced loan oppression, the Jews hold mortgages on a great deal of the 
_ land in the rural districts. It is feared by the Servians and Roumanians that 
if their political rights are established they will foreclose the mortgages and 
take possession of the lands. But the proper way of putting it is simply that 
political équality to the Jews would involve the certainty of the Roumanians 
and Servians being confronted with the necessity of discharging their debts, 
owing to that abused people. 

It ig pleasing to us to note the signs that villicats the emergence of the 
remnant of the ancient people of God from under the power of oppression in 
those nations that have held them bound. These events are harbingers of a 
brighter day for the Hebrew race, for we are living in the day when they will 
begin to establish themselves again in a national capacity. The removal of 
political disabilities from them in the east is but one of the preparatory steps 
to pave the way for that which is coming. It is to be hoped the signatories of 
the Berlin Treaty will not fail to discharge the sacred obligation of enforcing 
its requirements in relation to the rights of the Servian and Roumanian Jews.
